Sir: — I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  the  Eighth  An- 
imal Keport  of  this  department. 

A comparison  of  the  attached  condensed  recapitulation  of 
the  work  done  by  this  department  since  1891,previous  to  which 
time  there  are  no  available  reports,  and  the  following  tabulat- 
ed and  detailed  report,  will  show  the  increase  in  the  work  ac- 
complished bj^  the  inspectors  in  the  number  of  boilers  inspect- 
ed, and  a corresponding  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the  office 
wliich,  during  the  year  just  closed,  came  within  the  sum  of 
f293.60  of  meeting  the  total  expenses  of  maintaining  the  office, 
including  salaries,  traveling  and  office  expenses. 

The  law  relative  to  the  inspection  of  boilers,  requires  that 
all  boilers  which  come  under  the  law,  shall  be  inspected  at 
least  once  in  each  year.  While  an  increase  each  year,  in  the 
number  of  boilers,  inspected,  has  been  made;  still,  in  no  year 
has  it  been  possible  to  inspect  all  of  the  boilers  in  operation, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  two  inspectors  are  unable  to  do  the 
li mount  of  work  necessary  to  cover  the  state.  The  constant 
increase  in  the  number  of  boilers  in  operation,  and  the  extra 
amount  of  office  work,  necessitates  an  additional  amount  ol 
help. 

For  the  possible  more  effective  attainment  of  the  purposes 
of  the  present  inspection  law,  I have  the  honor  to  recommend 
to  your  Excellency’s  attention,  the  following  amendments, , 
to -wit: 

First.  That  an  additional  assistant  inspector  be  appointed 
and  that  the  appropriation  for  the  boiler  inspection  depart- 
ment be  increased  so  as  to  cover  his  salary  and  expenses. 

Second.  That  all  steam-boilers  ‘ and  engines  mounted  on 
wheels,  and  all  classes  of  steam-boilers  and  engines  of  more 
than  five  horse-power,  excepting  locomotive-boilers  and  loco 
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motive  engines,  and  the  persons  operating  the  same,  be  brought 
under  the  inspection  law  of  the  state. 

Third.  As  previously  recommended  in  my  report  of  1894, 
to-wit:  Provision  should  be  made  for  the  examination  of, 
and  the  granting  of  a special  license,  to  operators — not  engi- 
neers— of  low-pressure  steam-heating  plants  in  use  in  the 
state.  This  examination  and  special  license  to  cover  qualifica- 
tions below  the  grade,  even,  of  a third-class  engineer;  provide 
for  the  care  of  this  special  class  of  steam  plants  only,  for  which 
this  class  of  applicants  may  be  found  qualified. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state,  that  during  my  incumbency  in  ofidce, 
there  has  been  no  explosion  of  any  steam-boiler  or  connections 
thereto,  of  the  class  brought  under  the  law^ 

By  reference  to  the  attached  condensed  recapitulation  of 
tlie  work  done  by  this  department  since  1891,  pt  will  be  noted 
that  there  were  more  than  double  the  amount  of  boilers  in- 
spected during  this  year  than  there  were  the  first  year  of  my 
term,  1893,  which  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  inspectors  have  be- 
come more  thoroughly  acquainted  wdth  the  locations  of  the 
steam  plants,  and  the  most  advantageous  times  for  making 
the  inspections  thereof.  It  should  be  further  noted,  that  the 
office  has  been  almost  self-sustaining  during  the  past  year,  and 
I believe  that  it  could  be  made  fully  self-sustaining  by  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  assistant  inspector,  as  recom- 
mended above. 

In  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  insioectors  have  met  with 
the  most  uniform  courtesy  upon  the  part  of  the  state  officials. 
The  hearty  co-operation  and  courteous  treatment  and  assist- 
ance tendered  by  the  engineers  in  charge,  and  by  the  owners 
and  managers  of  the  steam  plants  throughout  the  state,  has 
greatly  facilitated  the  work,  and  is  here  respectfully  acknowl- 
edged.
